Macartney, Clarence E. Abingdon-Cokesbury 
THE FAITH ONCE DELIVERED $2.50 


A series of sermons in the great doctrines and cardinal truths of the Chris- 
tian faith by the well known conservative pastor of the First Presbyterian Church of 
Pittsburgh. Without any consideration of the claims of Biblical criticism or of 
modern historical research and of modern theology, Dr. Macartney cleaves closely to 
the line of the traditional evangelical faith. His case is presented vividly and 
forcibly as he discusses God, Christ, the Holy Spirit, the fall of Man, the Miracles, 
the Second Coming, Future Punishment and Heaven. A scholarly presentation of Pro- 
testant fundamentalism. (Publ.) 


Buttrick, George A. Abingdon-Cokesbury 
FAITH AND EDUCATION $2.00 


Expanded from lectures delivered at Austin College in Texas, the four chap- 
ters of this book deal with one of the crucial problems of our day:- The relation of 
religion to education. Dr. Buttrick has in mind chiefly college education but what 
he has to say is pertinent to education at High School and Elementary school level 
as well. His thesis is that education must live within some faith and suggests as 
the basis of that faith the two great commandments: "Thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God --- and thy neighbor as thyself." He regards the ignoring of religion as a 
fatal defect in modern education. Dr. Buttrick is not concerned with techniques 
but with fundamental educational philosophy. As one of Protestantism's outstanding 
preachers and teachers, the pastor of New York's Madison Avenue Presbyterian Church 
has a message that deserves a wide hearing. (Publ.)

Clark, Elmer T. 
AN ALBUM OF METHODIST HISTORY $7.50 





* This is a book which will be prized for years to come by all of those who are > 
interested in the historical backgrounds of the largest Protestant denomination, the 
Methodist Church. It is really a picture-chronicle portrayed by nearly 1,000 illustra- 
tions from paintings, prints and photographs with just enough text to give full meaning 
to the illustrative material. Starting with the life and work of John Wesley, the volume 
tells of the early hardships and persecutions in England and then to the missionary work 
among the Indians and Negroes of America. It then moves on to tell the story of Method- 
ism in America, of Whitefield, Asbury, the circuit riders and camp meetings of early 
days and the later development of strong churches, educational institutions, and social 
welfare work, and a world-wide missionary program. The pictures are well selected and 
tellingly reproduced and the text well arranged to make a most graphic story. It is a 
book to be actively promoted wherever Methodism is strongly represented. (Publ.) 


Bainton, Roland H. Beacon Press 
THE REFORMATION OF THE SIXTEENTH CENTURY $3.50 


* Professor Bainton (Yale Divinity School) has that rare gift of popularizing 
church history without sacrificing scholarship. The period of the Reformation is his 
particular field, and out of it he has already produced the study of Martin Luther pub- 
lished by Abingdon-Cokesbury - Here I Stand (reported P. 590 - 1950). This new volume 
is broader in scope. The introduction paints in the background of the Reformation in a 
sketch of the development of the Roman Catholic Church through the first fifteen cen- 
turies of the Christian era. Then the author takes up the different phases of the Re- 
formation in chapters on Luther, Zwingli, the Anabaptists and Calvin, and their fight 
for recognition. The development of Anglicanism under Henry VIII is outlined. And 
concluding chapters deal penetratingly on the interaction of the religious reformation 2 
and the political, economic and domestic spheres of life. Well written, directing the 
reader's interest to the main points to be considered relating to the Reformation - to 
the root beginnings of various of the Protestant sects. Woodcuts as illustrations 


add to its appeal. (Publ.) 





Brinton, Howard Harper 
FRIENDS FOR THREE HUNDRED YEARS $3.00 


* "The history and beliefs of the Society of Friends since George Fox started 
the Quaker Movement" - is the sub-title of this book. It is written by the Director 
of Pendle Hill, a graduate school for religious and social study maintained by the 
Society of Friends near Philadelphia. The publication of this study is timed to the 
celebration this year of the 300th anniversary of Quakerism. The author is not so 
much concerned with the externalities of the story of Quakerism. Rather he is aiming 
to sketch the development of the central ideas of the movements and the shifts in 
emphasis which have taken place at various periods. The mystical, the evangelical, 
the rational and the social forms of religion have all had a prominent place in Quaker- 
ism. In its more recent developments rationalism and humanitariansim have had the 
chief emphasis, with the American Friends Service Committee making an enviable record 
for intelligently conceived and ably administered social service throughout the world.

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Luccock, Halford E. Harper 
MARCHING OFF THE MAP $2.50 


* Any book that comes from Dr. Luccock's pen is sure to be arresting and imag- 
inative, replete with ideas and illustrations that will start preachers off on new 
trails of thought. Professor of homiletics at Yale Divinity School, Dr. Luccock has 
become among the best known liberal Protestant leaders, with an established reputa- 
tion as a stimulating teacher, preacher and writer. He is the author of eighteen 
books. Under the 70.” de plume of Simeon Stylites, Dr. Luccock writes one of the 
most widely read religious "columns" in this country for the weekly Cristian Century. 
The sermons included in the present volume are topical and the very wording of the 
titles is an indication of Dr. Luccock's originality of expression. “Going Around 
in Circles", "News from a Graveyard", "On Being the Right Size", "Sleeping through 
a Revolution", are examples. It is a book that should have a wide appeal to alert 
ministers. (Publ.)

GOD'S WORD IN MAN'S LANGUAGE $2.50 


The author who is in charge of translation for the American Bible Society 
has uncovered a gold mine of fresh illustrative material in the experience of trans- 
lating the Bible into more than a thousand languages. The difficulties of translating 
the Bible into languages that had never been put into written form,or into strange 
dialects,in which the Biblical language if literally translated could have quite a 
different meaning,are related with humor and effectiveness. Anyone interested in 
language study as well as those concerned with the deeper meanings of scripture will 
find this a fascinating book. (Publ.) 


Nikhilananda, Swami Harper 
THE UPANISHADS: Vol. II $4.50 


The second to appear of a four volume series, this book contains a transla- 
tion from the Sanskrit of the Svetusvatara Prasna and Mandukya Upanishads An intro- 
duction by the translator and editor on Hindu ethics and notes and explanations on 
the text based on the commentary of Sankuracharya the eighth century philosopher and 
saint, add to the interest and value of the volume to all students of Hinduism. The 
Jhanishads are among the great classics of religious literature and this translation 
and its accompanying comments given to us by a recognized authority in this field 
will be welcomed not only by students of Eastern religions but by those interested 
in philosophy and in the life of the spirit. (Publ.) 


Sayers, Dorothy L. Harper 
THE EMPEROR CONSTANTINE $2.50 


* This story of the life and times of the first Christian Emperor is cast in 
dramatic form and was actually produced as a play in England during the Festival of 
Britain. As in her earlier religious drama he Man Born to Be king. Miss Sayers here 
proves herself not only to be a gifted and versatile writer (her mystery stories at- 
test to that), but one with a deep religious sense and an astonishing grasp of the 
historical background of Christianity. The story of Constantine has all the elements 
of drama, filled as it is with the waging of war, political machinations and private 
intrigues. But it is astonishing that Miss Sayers can produce as her climactic scene 
the ecclesiastical Council of Nicaea with its theological disputes over the nature of 
Christ and the bitter debates between Arius and his followers and Athanasius and the 
other bishops revolving about the question as to whether Christ can properly be called 
"Consubstantial with the Father", but this she does powerfully and convincingly. It 
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is not too much to say that Miss Sayers has discovered a new way to make church history, 
theology and religion come alive. Should have a wide appeal and not only to Catholics 
and high Anglicans but to all interested in the history of the Church and its meaning 
for us today. (Publ.) 


Williams, J. Paul 7 } ‘Harper 
WHAT AMERICANS BELIEVE AND HOW THEY WORSHIP fe $5.00 


Professor Williams of Mount Holyoke College endeavors to bring some sort of 
order out of what appears to many to be the chaos of American religious life. His is 
a clear and objective description of the main facets of religious life in this country. 
There is a long chapter on Catholicism, one on Judaism and another on Protestantism, 
followed by separate treatment of the leading Protestant groups: Lutheran, Episcopal, 
Presbyterian, Congregational, Baptist, Methodist, and Quakers. The closing chapter 
deals with the role of religion in shaping American destiny. This is a book which will 
be particularly well suited for college class - room use, but all who want to understand 
their own religion and that of their neighbors will find it illuminating. (Publ.) 


Bruckberger, Raymond Leopold, 0.P. P. J. Kenedy | 
ONE SKY TO SHARE: The French & American Journals of... | $3.00. 


* Known to an American audience far beyond the Catholic reading public through 
his Seven Miracles of Gubbio and The. Stork and. the Jewels, Father Bruckberger here tells 
his own story as a French "commando" and chaplain of the Resistance forces.Dorothy Carr 
Howell has translated the journals and they make absorbing reading. The first part 
deals with his experiences during World War II, through the invasion and defeat of | 
France, when he was wounded and captured by the Germans. Upon his release, he joined 
the Underground, and his journals highlight that dramatic and desperate fight culmin- 
ating in the liberation of Paris. Father Bruckberger's frank comments on events and 
trends in France are most revealing, and not less interesting are his reactions to Amer- 
ican life as recorded in the American Journals of the last few years He is a discern- 
ing observer with a distinct flair for vivid writing.

This is an important book in view of the current controversy about the role 
of the Catholic church in national and world affairs and, in particular, concerning the 
proposal to send an American ambassador to Vatican City. The author is Professor of 
Political Science at Hunter College and there is an introduction by Professor John J. . 


Neng and a Foreword by President George N. Shuster. The book brings to bear upon this. | 


acute problem Catholic scholarship of the highest order. While the author clearly has 
in mind the acrimonious disputes that have arisen over these questions, her presenta- 
tion of the Catholic position is non-argumentative, straightforward and clear. The 
book sets forth the form and functions of the government of the Catholic church, dis- 
cusses the local, nationai and supra-national elements in church government, and fi- 
nally, the church as a World Society. In the.last section, the Catholic position as 
to the distinction between the Vatican City as a secular state and the Vatican as the 
seat of Papal government of the world-wide church is set forth. The references to the 
relations between church and state and to the charges that the Roman Catholic Church 
is totalitarian will be of particular interest. Both Catholic and non-Catholic read- 
ers of this book will at least know where the Catholic Church stands on these it 
and ‘why.

To determine what is the true Christian structure: of religion the author pro- 
ceeds to define religion and to analyze its perversions in history; to examine the 
essence of general revelation and recapitulate the degrading factors in the great 
religions of the world; and, finally, to show the validity of the Gospel in rela- 
tion to the.non-Christian religions and in relation to Christianity, It is with 
such presuppositions that the leading religions of the world are studied and judged. 
The book takes on the aspect of an apologia. for the — of Christ instead of a

McKnight, John P. : te eRe Rinehart 
es THE PAPACY: A NEW APPRAISAL : $5.00 


The. author of this book is a publicist and so knows how to write interest- 
ingly. He is. not a Catholic and disclaims belief in many cardinal Catholic doctrines 
and Catholics will naturally charge him with bias. He has a great admiration for 
Pope Pius -XII,-- many Protestants will not follow him in that. He has covered an 
immense amount of territory in the fields of church history, modern political develop- 
ments and even theology. His book reveals the extent of his reading, the catholicity 
of his interests, but he is not a scholar, and those who can claim that title will 
be quick to point out the deficiencies and inaccuracies of his presentation - and 
yet this is a good book that needed to be written and should be widely read. In 
general, the authors' position that the present resurgence of interest in religion 
will never be channeled into an expression of the free spirit of man through the 
existing ecclesiastical dogmas and organizations, Catholic or Protestant. The liber- 
al spirit of the present Pope gives the writer some basis for hope for the Catholic 
church but this hope is a rather dubious one. (Publ.) . 


Lietzmann, Hans Scribner 
THE ERA OF THE CHURCH FATHERS $4 .00 
Translated by Bertram Lee Woolf. 


Those: interested in the history of the Church: will welcome the publication 
of this the fourth and concluding volume of the History of ithe Karly Church by the 
great German authority in this field, Dr. Lietzmann. The “author was the successor 
to the great Harnack at the University of Berlin and his contributions to church 
history have been as outstanding. This volume deals with the history of the church 
during the fourth century beginning with the reign of Jovian. Among the church 
fathers whose life and work is described are Basil of Caesarea, Gregory of Nyssa, 
Gregory of Nazianzus, John Chrysostum and Ambrose. Students of the early history 
of the Eastern Church will find this volume especially enlightening. The conclud- 
ing chapter deals with the origins of’ monasticism.: It is‘seldom that one finds a 
scholarly work in which mastery of material and clarity of style are so effectively 
combined. (Publ.)
